Chester, 111., April 28 ( JP)—An­ 
other midwest criminal, Randol 
Eugene Norv ell—sometime av ia­ 
tor, bondsman, gambler, kidnap­ 
er, and finally a “ lifer"—roamed 
free today , another fugitiv e tes­ 
timonial, like J ohn Dillinger, to 
the v ulnerability of prison bars. 
On both sides of the Mississip­ 
pi riv er officers hunted Norv ell, 
“ brains” of the August Luer kid­ 
napers of last J uly , and his com­ 
panion, J ames O’Connell, 
who 
crawled through a sewer y ester­ 
day to escape from the Southern 
Illinois penitentiary . 
Hours after the two disap­ 
peared from a prison 
machine 
shop, Warden J . E. Raegan re­ 
ceiv ed reports that Norv all, still 
wearing 'his prison 
garb, 
had 
been seen near Perry v ille, Mo., 
across the Mississippi. The men, 
apparently separated after row­ 
ing across the riv er. 
The two men, 
both 
“ model 
prisoners,” 
made 
their 
way 
through a set of steel bars in 
the machine shop to enter a tun­ 
nel, used to 
house 
plumbing. 
Crawling through the 
narrow 
passageway , they reached 
the 
prison y ard, entered the 
sewer 
and wormed their way 400 y ards 
to its outlet in the 
Mississippi 
riv er. 
Norv ell had been on detail in 
the machine shop with 150 other 
prisoners for sev eral weeks. The 
ex act hour of the escape could 
not be fix ed. The absence of the 
two was not discov ered until the 
inmates were “ counted in” for 
last night’s meals.
